WORLD  WHEAT  11551)3  BggEg  SUPPLIES 

If  only  transportation  is  adequate,  wheat  farmers  the  world  over  have  a 
chance  in  1946  to  sweep  out  the  bins  and  put  their  crop  in  the  most  favorable 
market  position  it  has  enjoyed  in  years.    World  need  for  wheat,  according  tc 
statisticians  in  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  is  great,  and  exceeds  the 
available  supply  in  all  the  exporting  countries. 

Free  movement  of  grain  from  farms  to  mills  to  ports  for  export  in  the  next 
half-year  should  reduce  the  U.  S.  carry-over  well  below  200  million  bushels  for 
the  first  tine  since  1938.    Meet  of  the  nation's  surplus  wheat  is  located  at 
interior  points,  particularly  in  Kansas  through  Dakota  area  and  in  the  Pacific 
northwest.
